JEWISH AO WAITERS ACCUSE D 
OF COSMCPOI^TAJOSM 


KHABAROVSK, JEWISH AO WRITERS ACCUSED — Tikhvokeanskaya Zvesda, Ho yO, 17

A city -vlda conference of Khabarovsk intelligentsia was held recently 
to discos the dr Ire against cosmopolitan lam. The oritic Alnf was censured 
for his erroneous reviews of literature of the Far East. The newspaper 
Blrobidahanskaya tvetda. published In the Jewish Autonomous Oblast, has oarrled 
several articles by local authors who have shown cosmopolitan and nationalistic 
tendencies. Such errors are particularly evident In articles by Sab Inker, 
who tries to separate the creative power and development of Jewish iters 
from the favorable influence of Russian classical and Soviet literature. 

He Is a follower and admirer of the Jewish writer Der-Iister, a bourgeois, 
nationalistic cosmopolitan . nationalistic tendencies have also been noted 
In critical reviews, published In the newspapers Slrobldahansicaya sv eada and 
Blrobldshaner Stern, by Killer, Slutekiy, Dobruehin, and Shlaenkc. j?. Idcv, 
journalist with the newspaper Tlkfrookeunskura svetda , we critic 1 ted for his 
favorable review of the operetta Printers a (®ha dollar Princess) 

and his unfavorable review of the play Zakoa cheat! (Law of Honor). 

Far Eastern artlets Shkr&b and T aimer in or were critlclted for aestheticism 
in their art work. Sheberteov, director of the Kray Administration of Motion 
Picture Distribution, and Malev, director of "Glavkinoprofcat" (Main Administration 
of Motion Pictare Releases), were critlclted for permitting showings of foreign 
filns. Candidate in Philological Sciences Dcabrovekiy, head of the chair of 
literature at the Khabarovsk Pedagogical Institute, and Candidate in Philosophical 
SoicLjas Fisher, head of the chair of ftfarxlem-Leninlsai at the Institute, have 
been guilty of ideological errors in thoir teaching. Professors and students of 
ths Khabarovsk Medical Institute have been guilty of adhering to foreign Ideas 
and of Ideological deviations. 

Among those who admitted their errors at the conference were Syrtsov, 
director of the pedagogical Institute; Rogal' , responsible secretary of the 
Khabarovsk division of the Union of Sc* let Writers; Il'inskiy, responsible 
editor of Tlkhookoanskava Zyetfle . and Dombrovek- *>nd Fisher. Critic Aluf'a 
speech did not satisfy the conference and iadlcated that he did not realise the 
eerloueneos of the errors with which he le charged.
